Let thy servant, I pray thee, 
speak a word in my lord's. ear 
(Genesis xliv, 38)... 


UDAH'’S impassioned plea to 
Joseph enjoys its rightful 
place among the most 

eloquent speeches in human history. 
Irritated beyond measure by the 
uzzling behaviour of the Egyptian 
ord, but somehow sensing the 
undercurrents that were there to 
give it meaning, Judah appears to 
be saying that if only he can speak 
frankly and directly to Joseph, if 
only he can utter the word that had 
to be said “in his ear,” all the 
confusions and misunderstandings 
would vanish of their own accord. 
This happens time and again in 
human relationships. Two men of 
good will are baffled by their 
failure to convey to each other their 
deepest feelings, finding nothing but 
frustration at being obliged to talk 
at cross purposes.

TEACHERS THRASH OUT 


THEIR PROBLEMS 
Stimulating Children’s Interest

Some 100 teachers, supervisors, and 
chairmen of synagogue education 
committees met at the J.F.S. Second- 
ary School, London, N.W.. last week, 
to thrash out their problems, © 

The meeting was organised by the 
London Board of Jewish Religious 
Education as part of its Education 
Week activities: Dr. 1 Fishman, the 
Board's Director of Religious Educa- 
tion, presided. 

Dr. Conway, Headmaster of the 
J.FS., said m his address that. regard- 


_ less of the deficiencies of text-books, 


an effective teacher could achieve 
great results, Some of. the best work 
was done in schools which were 
inadequately equipped. Preparation 
of lessons was tmportant. he stressed. 
There must be a methodical approach 
by teachers and a correct sequence 
from lesson to lesson. In each lesson 
there must be something which the 
child was capable of learning and 
something that was new. 


One of the fundamental problems. 
added Dr. Conway, was hew to 


stimulate interest among children who 
were attending classes “by conven- 
and not because they wished 
to learn, and who came from homes 
where the atmosphere was hostile to 
the kind of education they were 
receiving, . 

Dr. Fundaminsky, | Education 
Officer of the Board, said that intelli- 
gent teaching avoided turning a lesson 
into a session in which the subject 
was learned m a ‘parrot-wise fashion. 
Intensive teaching aimed at ensuring 
that the knowledge imparted was 


digested and assimilated. 


Mr, Harold Levy. of the Central 
Council for Jewish Religious Educa- 
‘tion, decried those teachers who 
the midst of a lesson. suddenly looked 
round for a blackboard, or chalk, or. 
a book which was not in the room. 
Preparation was vital before a lesson 
began.

It was, therefore, a very excited Mr, 
Lavon who rose to reply to his critics.

THIS js not the first time that Israel. 
has been accused of possessing an 
atom bomb: but this week’s allega- 
tion has received much wider pub- 
licity than its predecessors.

Organisation is designed to super- 
sede. It must engage in necessary 
tasks which do not duplicate or 
encroach upon. the work that can 


--be more. effectively undertaken by 


other national ‘or international 
bodies already in existence. ..More- 
over, in order to achieve its funda- 
mental purpose, it. must be really

Dr. Szold was minister of 
the Oheb Shalom Congregation in 
Baltimore from 1859 until his death. 
He preached first in German, which 
was well understood by the majority 
of his community, and delivered 
eloquent sermons both in that lan- 
guage and also in English. Before his 
arrival his community were for the 
most part Reform, but under his 
influence they became Orthodox. 
‘They adopted the Ashkenazi Minhag 
and were strict observers of the 
Sabbath. Dr. Szold, who was a fine 
rabbinical scholar, co-operated with 
Jastrow. and . Henry 
Hochheimer in the compilation of a 
Hebrew prayer-book (Avodart Israel). 


Henrietta Szold 
By far the most. distinguished 


member of the family was Henrietta 


Szold, one of Dr. Szold’s eight 
daughters, and it is therefore regret- 
table that so little is said about that 
part.of her life and activity for which

SPOILING THE CHILD | 


« By S. B. DIMSON 


IVEN everything, the spoilt 
child appreciates nothing. 
Before over-indulging their 
children as a matter of policy these 


" Jewish parents should have paused 


to reflect that the movement. in 
favour of indiscriminate liberty for 


children became so popular because 
' It was partly a reaction against the 


rigours of the Victorian age ; since 
these had not touched the Jewish 
child materially, there should have 
been no .such hurry to follow the 
general swing of the pendulum so 
fast and so far. In any event the 
pendulum is now swinging back to 
a more normal midway position. 


No Restrictions 


Fortunately for the present 
generation of young people, the 
parents who mismanage their child- 
ren by means.of the * hands off” 
technique. are definitely in the 
minority.

gently, but there are some who are 
uncertain how to begin and how 
to continue. 

There can be no question that 
in the first year of life no restric- 
tions must be placed on the child's 
habits with regard to eating, urina- 
tion, bowel movements, etc., except 
in the mildest possible way. In 
fact, “ spoiling " js to be encour- 
aged, in so far as attention should 
be given to the baby as and when 
required, but avoided if it 1s happy 
when left alone. For this recom- 
mendation we must be grateful to 
psychologists and pediatricians 
who have carried an" studies on 
children. | 

When. the child begins to walk, 
steps must be taken to prevent 
self-injury and. destructive ten- 
dencies, and to train mildly. in 
bladder and bowel control. After. 
the age of two discipline becomes 
necessary to train the child in good 
habits and to make a start in teach- 


ing him to distinguish right from 


wrong, even to the extent of 
for a serious mis- 


demeanour. 


Punishment will be 


only if carried out mildly, and if 
the parent's love is obvious to the 
child. Professor Eysenck, who has 
made a special study of the possi- 
bility of conditioning children, has 
asserted that corporal punishment 
would benefit the extroverted child, 
but could do harm to the shy, over- 


sensitive one.

simplification of the Hebrew 
language.

Thus, whereas in English one may 
say “ Your litthe book or books o 
copybook or copybooks . . 4,” in 
Hebrew it is necessary to 
choice from no fewer than 16 varia- 
tions of the phrase “ your little.” It 
is enough to drive a beginner up the 
wall. wonder there is great 
illiteracy in- Israel. With such won- 
derful achievements in agriculture 
and industry it is incredible that they 
continue. to endute such a grossly | 
inefficient language. 

In the above example the unfor- 
tunate learner must stand tongue-tied | 
while he sorts out mentally fa) the 
sex and number of people he is talk-— 
ing to, and (b) the gender and num- 
ber of the book or copybook(s). The 
former happens to be masculine and 
the latter feminine. 

Can anything be more futile and 
wasteful? Now, while the State is 
still young, js ‘the time to simplify its 
language, and while they are about it 
let them. make the maximum possible 
simplification.

DIVINE PURPOSE. 


E man of faith believes that 
there are two great principles 
in life which lend meaning to 
everything he does. The first 
principle is that free will is ours 


and our life is in our own hands. 


to make of it what we will. Man 
works, struggles, suffers, and 


grows ; and his happiness or misery — 


is largely the ‘result of his own 
deeds. Man proposes. The second 
principle is that there is a Divine 
force shaping our lives so that man 


is not the sole arbiter of his 


destiny, since there is a_ higher 
intelligence—a personal God—who 
may have quite another plan for 
us. God can reject our petty 
designs to reveal greater ones. God 
disposes. 

These two principles may seem 
mcomypatible but in fact they com- 
plement each other for our good. 
Man. works as if everything 
depends on him, but he knows that 
his destiny and the final outcome 
of his work is in God's hands. 
There js no remarkable 
example of this than in the story 
of Joseph, the concluding chapters

ference,'held from Sunday to Wed- 
hesday at Fyringham House, near 
Newport Pagnell, Bucks, This was 
the Federation's first residential con- 
ference for many years. : 

Presenting his report, the Chair- 
man, Mr. Howard Fox, commented 
on the poor state of the Federation's 
finances (a deficit of over £450 was 
shown in the balance-sheet) and said 
he thought the work done by the 
1LUJ.F.. deserved the support. of 
Anglo-Jewry on a far larger scale. 
He appealed for financial assistance 
community; im return 
students should show a sense of pur- 
pose in their efforts to spread Jewish 
knowledge at the: universities, 

(The LU.JLF. did, in fact, receive 
Several grants from outside bodies 
notably - £260 from the

Catering for teenagers

Two very distinct new slants were 
seen at the 26th annual conference 
of the Federation of Zionist Youth, 
which took place last week-end at 
Hamilton. House, Seaford, Sussex. 
One was immediately apparent to the 
observer with some knowledge of the 
Federation ; the other emerged later, 
but with equal clarity, Gormy the 
ideological session.

Board of Guardians gives a lead

A lead jn a neglected field—+that of 
the rehabilitation of former mental 
patients 1s being given by the Wel- 
fare Department of the Board. of 
Guardians. .Anglo-Jewry, which con-

Mr. J. A. May, Principal Welfare 
Officer of the Board, says that if 
people are physically ill everyone is 
sympathetic and does everything to 
help.

IT has previously been indicated 
in these columns that the tension 
between Mr. Ben-Gurion and the 
Histadrut General Secretary, Mr.

Among the prisoners there 
was much antisemitism, the main 
reason being that General Reicin, 
the Deputy Defence Minister, was 
a Jew, and everyone tried to blame

fought for ihe Republicans in the 
Spanish Civil War. Antisemitism 
was growing rapidly, but its source 
was still hard to pinpoint. Few 
people then knew that a large pro- 
portion of those arrested were 
Jews, or Christians who had Jewish 
wives or Jewish relatives.

admirable. For it is a remarkable 
and unusual book, and that mainly 
for the reason that it has a remark- 


and unusual author. 


In: many eases the identity of the 
author matter of prime 
importance in a work of historical 
character.. Here it ts: central.. Mr. 
(or Captain) Malcolm Hay is a faith- 


Though the book begins and ends 
with the horrors of Nazi Germany, 
Hay surveys, with a background of 
immensely wide reading, the whole 
story of the Christian ill-treatment of 
Jews and Judaism. Here his new title 
is somewhat misleading. For that 
ill-treatment does not happily cover 


the whole picture of the relations of 


Jewish and European history. . In 
“The Foot of Pride” there was a 
title which, though enigmatic, sug- 
gested from the first a story of 
arrogance and oppression, which is 


‘the aspect of European history with 


which the author deals. 
Catholics and Protestants 
Of the work by Father Keenan it 


is difficult to speak. 1 am absolutely 
convinced that both he and John 


Connell are much better. than. the 
book which they have written.

ful and learned Scottish, Roman 
Catholic. layman, whose. other books 
have been concerned largely with the 
exposure of falsities im the usual 
accounts of the activities of Scots. 
who -remained loyal to the ancient 
Church after the Protestant Reforma- 
tion. It is just because Hay is a 
‘loyal Catholic that. his fiery denuncia- 
tion of the crimes of Christendom 
towards the Jewish people is so 
moving.

The offest and most important 
translation of the Torah, the Sep- 
tuagint or Seventy, was completed 
on the 8th of this month of Tebet, 


over two thousand two hundred 
years ago. 
According to well-known 


Ptolemy: Philadelphus, the 
learned Egyptian King of that time, 
ordered seventy wise men of 
Palestine (from each of the twelve 
tribes) to translate the Bible into 
Greek. The translators 
placed in separate. rooms and for- 
bidden to communicate with each 
other. When they had finished 
their task, the King found that 
all of the translations agreed, 
word for word, with the other. 
Whether or not the King really 
did order. the translation, the 
Jewish population of Alexandria 


certainly needed the Bible trans-- 
lated, for many of them had 


forgotten their Hebrew. 

Even today, 
useful to scholars, for it helps 
them to. discover how Hebrew 
names were pronounced if ancient 
times and to check the correct text
